universal legal tender.

Russia's abandonment of the Manchurian 
Convention,:1s conveyed in. her identical 
note to the Powers on the 3rd instant, has 
the effect of relieving the acuteness of the 
crisis. Russia has not insisted ou showing 
her friendliness to China by extorting her 
signature to a most one-sided agreement, 
disastrous to China and unjust to th other 
Powers. But, although the objectionable 
Convention is given up, the situation re- 
mains anything but clear. Russia announces 
her intention of quietly awaiting the course 
of events, while udhering to lier oft-repeated 
programme. It would be satisfactory to- 
know what. is this “programme,” for it is 
probable that the interpretatiens put upon 
it by St. Petersburg and London may vary 
very considerably. It seems, hovrever, that 
Russia means to declare her intention of 
remainingin military occupation of Manchu- 
ria until peace is tecured. Up to a certain 
point Russia's claim is reasonable. There 
is no ground.for doubting the tt. Peters- 
burg accounts of hard fighting in the neigh- 
bourhood.of Sinminting, for there seems 
to be considerable unrest alike in Man- 
chuiia and Chibli.

INDEMNITY -AND COMMERCIAL 
-  " . CONCESSIONS.

The indemnity which tl:e Powers will 
demand . from ace out of the out- 
rages inst the lives and property of 
foreigners last year has been fixed: is wll 
be seen from our correspondent’s statement 
of Mr. Rockui11's report to Washington, at 
the sum of five hundred million dollars—a 
elaim which certainly does not err on the 
side of-undue moderation. From the pre- 


"vious attitude of the United States in the 


inatter of the indemnity, no surprise will be 


felt that their representative has been in- 


structed to offer strenuous opposition to the 
demands of certain Powers, or that Mr. Har 
has suggested a reduction of the claim by 


one half, in return for which additional 


commercial cohcessions shall be asked from 
China.

A very large item in the bill of costs must 
necessarily be the military and naval expen- 
diturés. of the expeditionary Powers, and 
this figs ea canbe fairly called upon to 
meet. Nevertheless, as great advantages 
are expected to accrue to the foreign nations 
from the reform of China consequent on 
the overthrow of the-reactionaries by the 
expedition, these have to be set. to the credit 
side of China. ‘Then there is the question 
of indemnity for actual loss of life and pro- 
perty, and here it is.the Powers chiefly 
interested iu missionary: propaganda that 
have the largest claims, that is, France, Ger- 
many, Great Britain, and the United States 
themselves, The missionafy question has 
been discussed in the China and home Press 
of late abundantly, perhaps almost ad nau- 
seam, Nevertheless the discussion will have 
been useful if it has contributed to a more 
sensible manner of looking at the question. 
Reasonable compensation for destruction of 
property shovld mect with: no opposition. 
But all fair-minded men have recognised 
the justice ot the protest against blood- 
money exacted from the natives in return 
for the death of a missionary. Germany 
may have ‘been warranted in asking China 


_ for a foothold on the coast of Shantung, 


but that the murder of a Christian preacher 
should have been the pretext for the exac- 
tion of the privilege was a disgrace. Cases 
almost as bad, where the martyrdom of a 
mnissionary has resulted in a large profit-— 
not to his family, but—to his Soviety or his 
country, can be supplied readily from the 
recent history of the intercourse between 
Europe and China. No more vicious prin- 
ciple hs ever been upheld by W‘ stern arms 
in China that this, that the life of a foreign 
preucher can and must be paid for in money 
or land for his country’s benefit. It is this 
principle which we hope to see abandoned 
now, and it is a hopeful sign that the United

Britain have seen the error of the old way. 
Possibly the position of missionaries in 
China may remain unaltered ut the con- 
clusion of the new ‘Treaty.

question ; it is essential to the carrying out 
of the ‘e conditions. But Mr. Hay’s 
proposal is far more to the point. ‘ What 
the Western Powers have been striving for 
in Chira so long, and comparatively with so 
little success, is the opening up of. the 
country tocommerce. The rulers of China 
in the pist have willingly parted with their 
subjects’ money rather than yield any real 
commercial concessions, and what they have 
been compelled to grant have been largely 
nullified by the action of the local officials. 
It is far better at the pr.sent moment, when 
we have tlc power, to secure the possibility 
of fair commerical intercourse with Chin 
than to exact enormous sums of money. th 
the long run the policy will be far mor 
lucrative both to the Powers and to China, 
and as the former claim to be animated 
now by no vindictive feelings this should 
commend it to them. There can be no 
doubt that Mr. Hay’s proposal should 
sequre the support of all foreign residents 
in China, and they have a very strong 
claim to be heard in the matter. 


A DECADE OF FOREIGN TRADE 
IN CHINA. 


(Daily Press, 11th April.) 


on the Trade of China in 1900 Mr. F. E. 
TaYLor gives some interesting figures. of 
the entries at the ‘Treaty ports, with ton- 
nage, of vessels under the various flags en- 
gaged in foreign und coastwise trade in 
China, in the years 1890 and 1900 respec- 
tively. Owing to the disturbed condition of 
North Chin. last year it cannot be said that 
the figures enable us to see at a glance the 
progress made by each nation during the 
decade, but nevertheless some indication is 
given of the changes which have occurred 
in the period. Making due allowance for 
the upset of trade in the North and: the 
wunt of confidence engendered in the Yang- 
tsze region and South China, we can still 
form some idea of the comparative advance 
of various nationalities. We therefore give 
the figures below for what they are worth. 
Great Britain, which in 1890 claimed 
1,836 entries for vessels engaged in Foreign 
“Srade in China, in 1900 could show 3,335 
entries. The tonnage increase was from 
2,031,608 tons to 3,289,924 tons, a little 
over 60 per cent. increase, Germany, which 
stood second in 1890 with 393 entries 
only increased this figure to 433 in 1900, but 
the tonnage increased from 262,480 tons to 
637,653 tons. Japan, third among the for- 
eign nations in 1890 with 267 entries, in- 
creased her entries in 1900 to 751, while her 
tonnage iucreased from 219,263 to 774,481 
tons, thus easily taking second place. 
France, who in 1890 showed 63 entries and 
114,479 tous, in 1900 showed 376 entries and 
280,539 tons.. Danish entries in 1890 stood 
at 101, with tounage at 39,235; in 1900 the 
figures had dropped to 2 entries, with a 
tonnage of 4,140, Russia in 1890 claimed: 
21 entries and 80,182 tons; in 1900, 57 
entries and .68,974 tons. America, in 1890, 
20. entries and 21,749 tons; in 1900, 69

“A very interesting point about Russia's per 
sistent endeavour to get China to sign the new 
Manchurian Convention is that it has provoked 
Russian officials in China to acknowledge the 
existence of the Cassini Convention, which was 
for‘so long both officially and semi-officially de- 
nied. “If we donot get this new convention 
signed,” aay the Russians, “ we lose all we gain- 
ed by the Uassini Convention of 1896.” We 
were plentifully ridiculed for our credulity when 
wé published the secret treaty between Russia 
and China in 1896, but Russians themselves

In Kinghorn and Macdonald's 
first telegram, dated the 3rd October, they in- 
quired whether they could sell on the defendant's 
account for $3v0,000.- This would mean -that 
the $300,000 would be payable in full in cash 
on the completion of the sals and purchase. In 
their-letter of the 4th October they advise the 
defendant to accept a better offer which they 
had subsequently received of 8320,0..0, “less the 
usual brokerage.” This would mean that the 


| $320,000 would be payable in cash, less the usual 


brokerage, on the completion of the sale and 
purchase. ‘To this the defendant replied by 
telegraph on the 13th October that he ac- 
cepted the : ffer of $320,000 “net,” if the 

could not do better, but they were to try all 
they posssibly could do to get 5,00 more. It 
will be observed they both these offers were for 
cash,-in the first cage in full, in the second sub- 
ject to“ the usual brokerage,” and that the 
defendant had, as regards the second offer, de- 
clined to allow the brokerage. It will also be 
ebserved that the defendant in his telegram did 
not use the word “cash”; there was no need 
for him to do so, because the offer was a cash 
one, though subject to a suggested commission. 

The effect of this telegram of the defendant 
was that on the 13th: October Kinghorn and 
Macdona'd had his authority to accept an offer 
for the purchase of the -Lot for $325,000 payable 
in full in cash on the completion of the transac- 
tion. No question of a deferred time for pay- 
ment of the purchase money or any part of it 
had at that date been raised between the prin- 
cipal and his agents. 

‘Then comes Kinghorn and Macdonald's tele- 
gram of the 19th October submitting the 
plaintiff's offer fer the defendant's consi- 
deration. ‘Ihere-are three terms in the tele- 
guam, namely, the price, the time of pay- 
ment, and the commission to be allowed. 
The word “cash”. is used with - respect 
‘to the payment of 10 per. cent. of the 
price; the question of deferred eynent of part 
of the price is introduced for the first, time. 
With regard to the price the defendant had 
already by anticipation, by his telegram of the 
13th October, given his sanction to its accep- 
tance; with regard to the two other terms, the 
deferred payment and the commission, it is 
clear that Kinghorn and Macdonald had no 
authority to bind the defendant with respect to 
them without the express or implied sanction 
of the defendant. I do not think that mero 
silence in his reply to their telegram could 
ba taken to convey sach an implied sanction ; 
in such a cas3 it would be necessary for the 
agents to hold their hands and telegraph again 
for an answer on that point. : 

Now, how dovs the defendant in his t-legram 
in reply of the 20th October deal with these 
three terms of Kinghorn and Macdonald's 
teleg am? Hoe says he “cannot accept less 
than $325,000 net.” It is manifest that this 
disposes without ambiguity of two of the three 
terms of Kinghorn and Macdonald's telegram, 
namely, the price and the commission. r 
these words comes the only other word in the 
telegram, the word “cash.” What does this 
word.mean in its ordinary significance? It 
raeans “ ready thoaey ; money on hand or at com- 
mand.” To what does the word refer as used in 
the telegram? Ihave no doubt it was intended 
to refer and does refer to the third term in 
Kinghorn and Macdonald's telegram, namely, 
the time and manner of pyent of the price

It is intended to send by the Ula 
remounts to the number of 124 and various 
ordnance stores. ; 

We are informed by Messrs. John D. Hum- 
phreys & Son, General Managers of Olivers
